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1 INTRODUCTION 

Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local Municipality (NTTLM) 
prepared its Integrated Development Plan (IDP) in 
May 2007, and the document has set the course for 
the five year plan of the Municipality. The document 
has since been reviewed to reflect the budgets and 
priorities set in each financial year - including 
2010/11 in accordance with the Local Government 
Municipal Systems Act, 2000 (Act 32 of 2000). 

As required by the LGMSA the Municipality 
approved a process plan in August 2009 which set in 
motion the participation process that led to the 
development of this document. That participation 
process involved the soliciting of views from the 
local community and resulted in the incorporation of 
plans prepared and aimed to be implemented in the 
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2010/11 financial year by other Government Sphere's in Nokeng Tsa Taemane. 


NOKENG TSA TAEMANE IDP REVIEW 2010/2011 


This IDP review process for Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local Municipality is prepared under the following circumstances: 

• The impending merger of the Metsweding District Municipality and its Local Municipalities into the City of 
Tshwane (CoT), 

• The Financial Turn Around Plan imposed on the Municipality by the MEC for Local Government and Housing, 

• The coming Local Government elections planned for 2011, which bring into place a new administration and 
new 5 year IDP, and 

• 2010 Fifa World Cup event that will be held from June 2010. 

This review process in light of the pending merger and the 2011 elections marks the last review of the May 2007 

approved IDP and strategic plan of this administration. 

2. PLANNING PROCESS 

As the last IDP review process this document will serve the purpose of assessing the performance of the 

Municipality in the last four years and provide the plans and programs for 2010/11 and beyond. 2.1 PUBLIC PARTICIPATION PROCESS: 

The Council of Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local 
Municipality approved the IDP review process plan 
in September 2009 as required by law. The plan as 
indicated below, sets out the critical mile stones in 
the IDP development process, and indicates various 
consultations to be undertaken. As part of its public 
participation strategy the Municipality focused on 
ward based public meetings which were planned to 
start with a broad ward briefing workshop. This ward 
briefing workshop was convened but could not take 
place due to a lack of participation by ward 
committees.

4 NALYSIS PHASE 

4.1 DEMOGRAPHICS 

According to information provided by Statistics 
South Africa (Statssa), the population of NTTLM in 
2001 was estimated to be 53 201 people and has an 
annual population growth rate of 1 %. Considering 
the 1 % growth rate, the official population of the 
Municipality must to date (2010) be registered as 59 
172. The distribution as per the different population 
groups was registered in 2001 as follows: 70% 
African; 27% White, 0, 11 % Asian and 2 % Colored. 
In terms of the records of the Municipality the 
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population in the Municipality is estimated to be 85 244 people. This estimate is based on the consideration of the 
various statistical information collected by the Municipality as indicated in the table below.

Despite the differences in the demographic numbers 
of the Municipality, there is a general recognition 
that the Municipality present the following 
demographic profile: 


A largely poor community with a very large 
(70%) poor majority; 
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• The age distribution represent a population with a very large number of young people between the ages of 19 
and 59; 

• The number of females to male is almost equal; 

• The education levels In the Municlpality are very poor with a very few people having passed matric and gained 
tertiary education; and 

• The income levels In the Municlpality are very low with the majority of people livlng below an income of R1 
200 per month. 

4.2 ACCESS TO BASIC SERVICES 


Access to basic services is a major challenge faclng Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local Municlpality. This situation is 
exacerbated by the number of informal settlements that are found within the municipal area where services are 
provided and yet there is no cost recovery. There is an avalanche of data regardlng the status of access to basic 
water within the municipal area. The data has been compiled by the Department of Cooperatlve Government and 
Traditional Affairs (COGTA) in 2009 in a report titled "Comparative Information on Basic Services 2009". The report 
captured information from three perspectives; Census data, Department of Water Affairs and Municipalities. The 
following tables that follow Indicate the status regarding access to basic services (water, electricity, sanitation and 
refuse removal);

Taemane Municlpal area with approximately 12 000 
households havlng access to basic level of water 
supply. The table further Indicates that as 
percentage of municipal population that have access 
to basic supply of water, on average the flgure 
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stands at 77%. The backlogs for basic water supply should therefore stand just above 3000 households. Finally, on 
average 23% of the municipal population may fall below the basic level of water supply. 

(a) Access to Free Basic Water 

Free Basic Water is a national government effort to cushion those who are indigent so that they can still access 
basic services offered by the municipality. The application of free basic services varies from one municipality to the 
other depending on revenue collection and affordability. Initially, the minimum threshold was set as 6 Kilolitres per 
month based on an average of 8 persons per household. 

The following table indicates access to free basic water as reported from the municipality in the COGTA report as 
well as Statistics South Africa (Census data);

The table above illustrates in clear terms that the number of Indigents in the municipal area as reported stands at 
870 households. 

The figure might be signs of underreporting based on the fact that there are a number of informal settlements as 
well as unemployment in areas such as Refilwe Township, Steve Bikoville, Plot 174-175, Phumzile Settlement, 
Pienaarspoort to name but a few. The information shows that there is a variance of about 4,609 households that 
might have been underreported. The point on underreporting is based on the available information on bad debt 
that is prevalent especially a higher figure in Refilwe Township. 
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(b) Flousehold access to sanitation 

Sanitation is one of the most important basic 
services that are needed within the municipal area. 
The highest level of service is sewer borne 
sanitation. The areas that enjoy access to higher 
levels of sanitation in Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local 
Municipality are Rayton, Cullinan and Refilwe. The 
informal settlements and surrounding farms rely on 
temporary measures that are costly to install and 
maintain. A clear example is in the exclusive estates 
such as Pebble Rock, Sable Flills and Leeuwfontein 
Estates around the Roodeplaat Dam where the 
services are offered by Flome Owners Associations 



and/or Corporate Bodies instead of the Local 
Authority. 


The other bigger challenge is that within the 
"Roodeplaat area" referring to farms such as 
Kameeldrift, Roodeplaat, some parts of Derdepoort, 
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there is no sewer borne sanitation. There are attempts to deal with the situation by working with City of Tshwane 
to allow the sewer connections on their bulk pipes to service the area. The Water and Sanitation Master plans of 
Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local Municipality however indicate where capacity is required in future. 

In the informal settlements, chemical toilets are being used currently as the option available to services these 
communities. 

The following table illustrates access to sanitation within the municipal area based on data from three sources;

Free Basic Energy falls within the basket that 
national government has put aside to service 
indigent households. The table below indicates the 
supply of Free Basic Energy by Municipality and 
Eskom. There are areas within Nokeng Tsa Taemane 
Local Municipality that are supplied by Eskom. In 
fact, there are three electricity suppliers within the 
municipal area. The Townships of Refilwe, Cullinan 
and Rayton are supplied by Municipality whereas the 
areas such as Kameeldrift-Derdepoort and

(c) Spatial Planning and Land Use Management 

Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local Municipality has adopted its Spatial Development Framework (SDF) for the Urban 
Areas (mainly Rayton, Cullinan and Refilwe) and for the Rural Areas (mainly Roodeplaat area; farms such as 
Leeuwfontein 299-JR, Derdepoort 326-JR, Kameeldrift 298-JR, Kameeldrift 294-JR, Doornpoort and adjacent areas) 
during April 2007. 

The 2007/8 Spatial Development Framework was revised in November 2009 with the amendment of the urban 
edge by including the areas in the Pienaarspoort and Donkerhoek (along the N4) to become part of the Rural Areas 
Spatial Development Framework. These areas (collectively referred to as Pienaarspoort area) are located within 
the triad cross border of Kungwini-City of Tshwane-Nokeng Municipalities. 

The Spatial Development Framework for NTTLM therefore comprises the following elements; 


• Rural Areas Spatial Development Framework 

• Urban Areas Spatial Development Framework 

• Pienaarspoort Development Framework 



The above three framework regions provide for 
typology of land uses and are unique in terms of 
location and access to major arterials and road 
networks. The Urban Areas Spatial Development 
Framework is mainly suitable for residential 
purposes and limited retail and industrial activities. 

The Rural Areas Spatial Development Framework is 
ideal for residential purposes, business and limited 
industries because of its proximity to high 
population density areas such as Mamelodi and 
Montana areas. There is a general trend along the 
Zambezi Road for linear development of shopping 
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centres and malls servlng the population in the City of Tshwane and Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local Municipality. This 
trend, has led to the development of Zambezi Retail Park along the Zambezi-KwaMhlanga intersection which is 
located within Nokeng Tsa Taemane Municipal area. 

In relation to Land Use Management, NTTLM is currently using three town planning schemes that are applicable to 
the various parts of the municipal area. The Greater Cullinan Town Planning Scheme, 1999 which is applicable to 
most established towns such as Cullinan, Refilwe and Rayton and some farms. The Pretoria Region Town Planning 
Scheme, 1960 is applicable to areas such as Kameeldrift, Derdepoort as well as the Peri-Urban Areas Town 
Planning Scheme, 1975 which is applicable to most farms. 

(d) Housing 


Access to housing in Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local Municipality is being undertaken through the private sector route 
as well as government low cost housing initiatives. In terms of the private sector supported housing, there are 
various developments that are planned within the municipal area by private developers. 

Most of the developments occur within the area defined as the urban edge of the municipality in the farms such as 
Kameeldrift 298-JR, Kameeldrift 294-JR, Derdepoort 236-JR, Elandshoek 337-JR, Rooikopjes 483-JR, Kaalfontein 
513-JR, Zonderwater 482-JR, Elandsfontein 480-JR, Tweefontein 288-JR, Doornkraal 420-JR, Leeuwfontein 427-JR, 
Nooitgedacht 333-JR, Pienaarspoort 339-JR, Kafferskraal 475-JR, Louwsbaken 476-JR. 

Public sector supported housing occurs mainly in the economically depressed areas such as Refilwe, Steve Bikoville 

and Informal Settlements. The following table 
indicates the properties where there are informal 
settlements as well as the proposed erven that can be 
achieved once township establishment process has 
taken place. Steve Bikoville has been excluded from 
this list because the Gauteng Department of Local 
Government and Housing (GDLG&H) is currently 
dealing with the planning processes as well as 
internal engineering services installations.

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In November 2009 Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local Municipality amended its urban development boundary by 
incorporating into the urban edge the farm Pienaarspoort up to Donkerhoek located in the Southern part of the 
municipality along the N4 National Route. The area is a cross border area where Kungwini, Nokeng and City of 
Tshwane intersect. It is an area of future opportunity for the expansion of Mamelodi (Lusaka area) as well as using 
the industrial development opportunities between the N4 and the Old Pretoria Road.

The urban edge amendment will further increase housing opportunities in the area for both low income and middle 
income needs. 

(e) Local Economic Development 

NTTLM has not yet finalised the Local Economic Development Strategy. The process was commenced in 2007 and 
has resulted in the draft strategy been approved by Council in 2008. The municipality will be engaging with various 
sectors such as Tourism, Mining, Agriculture and Trade & Industry so as to gather input on the draft LED strategy.

• Participation in the Piato Programme 

Plato programme has been initiated by the Gauteng 
Provincial Government and Belgium (United 
Kingdom) to assist Small Medium and Micro 
Enterprises (SMME's) by assigning a mentor who will 
identify the gaps in the operations of the small 
business and suggest interventions that will lead to 
growth and competitiveness in the respective 
market 


• Impiementation ofSociai and Labour Pians 

As required by the Mineral and Petroleum Resources 
Development Act, 2002 (Act no.28 of 2002), mining 
companies are required to prepare and implement 
Social and Labour Plans (SLP's) within the areas 
where mining operations are situated. Nokeng Tsa 
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Taemane Local Municipality is currently working with Petra Diamonds in Cullinan and Vergenoeg Mine located in 
the far north-eastern part of the municipality to identify and implement SLP related projects and programmes. A 
skills development programme is also in the pipeline to assist young matriculants to gain experience training on 
mining related artisans so that they can use those skills far and beyond the municipal area. 

• Small Buslness Survey 

The small Business Survey is being carried out to determine the level of business activity within the municipal area 
especially the poverty stricken areas. The survey will go a long way in pointing to the actions that need to be 
undertaken to ensure that there is increased level of business activity within the municipal area. 

• Tralnlng and skllls development for local youth 

There is an initiative from the municipality to forge relationships with Petra Diamonds Mine in Cullinan with the 
objective of providing skills for local youth. The programme will accommodate approximately 15 youth who will be 
trained in various artisan and related skills so that they can utilise those in the future. An amount of R3 Million has 
been set aside for this initiative. The costs for the programme will include accommodation, tuition, books, 
travelling and related matters. It is anticipated that at the end of the training programme (which may last for 
maximum of three years per student), the students will be looking for job opportunities within the mine, 
municipality and outside. This initiative is part of supporting the national government priority of providing decent 

work for the local people by imparting skills that are long term and usable for the near future. Growth areas within the municipality are Rayton, 

Cullinan and Roodeplaat area. The Roodeplaat area, 
although situated in the south-western tip of the 
municipality, is arguably the most important 
economic hub of the area. It serves people from 
affluent townships and farms such as Sable Hills, 
Burkea Park, Leeuwfontein Estates, and Pebble Rock. 
The proposed mall on Derdepark will become the 
iconic structure within the municipal area which is 
scheduled to be completed in 2010. The Zambezi 
Retail Park as it is affectionately known, will add to a 
linear conglomeration of malls and shopping centers 
on the Zambezi Road such as Kolonnade, Montana 
Shopping Centre and others. 

(f) Community sports facilities 

Local Sports facilities function falls within the scope 
of the local municipality. The following table

There are no formal sports facilities within the area. In Steve Bikoville there are two open spaces that are 
used by local youth for soccer. The open spaces are not being maintained by the local municipality. In 
Dewagensdrift there is no formal sports facility. There is no clarity whether other areas such as surrounding 
farms have any sports facilities because if present, they might be for private use only

In Cullinan, there is a private sports facility that is being used by the public although there is fee attached to 
usage. The Gym at Cullinan is being operated by a private person. In Rayton, there is no formal sports 
facility. Phumzile settlement is currently using a private portion of land for soccer purposes.

The table above indicates that there is a need for 
sports facilities in almost all the municipal wards. 
The only area that has clearly defined sports facility 
is Refilwe Township. It is also evident that even 
though there might a sport facility in Refilwe, they 
may not be well maintained due unavailability of 
budget for maintenance such as the Refilwe 
Stadium. This implies that the municipality does not 
have a programme to deal with idling youth so that 
they are kept busy on a daily basis. This situation 
may lead to increase in undesirable behaviours such 
as alcohol and drug abuse that can destroy precious 
lives. 

(g) Emergency Services and fire 
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The Emergency Medical Services (EMS) is being coordinated by the Gauteng Department of Health. The station is 
located on Dewagensdrift farm (plot 79) that is owned by the municipality. The station services the southern part 
of the municipal area and the areas around Steve Bikoville are being services by the Tshwane Emergency Medical 
Services. 

Fire Services is currently being coordinated by the Nokeng Tsa Taemane local municipality. There is only one 
station that is located in Rayton servicing the entire municipal area. It appears that there is no sufficient 
equipment for this services as in many cases for huge fire outbreaks in the area, the City of Tshwane is extending 
their services to the NTTLM area. 

(h) Environmental Management 

Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local Municipality hosts a number of tourism and environmental assets. It is for this reason 
that the municipality forms part of the Blue IQ's flagship project referred to as "Dinokeng" The vision of Dinokeng 
is as follows; 

"The vision is ofa vibrant rurai community offering tourists a high guaiity and unigue iife experience ofcuiture and 
nature in a safe and secure environment in a sustainabie way. This benefits the Dinokeng Community through the 
creation of opportunities, empioyment and economic growth, the deveiopment ofsociai services, infrastructure and 
skiiis, and the conservation and sustainabie use ofthe naturai and cuiturai resources ofthe area. Sustainabiiity wiii 
be achieved through Dinokeng being based on progressive and ethicai business principies that baiance profit 
generation with environmentai and sociai sustainabiiity. This vision wiii be attained through a 10 to 20 years 
process through the cooperation of the three partners-the pubiic sector, the private sector and the Dinokeng 
Community. The vision wiii be integrated in the iocai government Integrated Deveiopment Pian (IDP) that will 
establish a sustainable land use and environmental management framework for the area that retains a balance 
between nature and social needs. It will identify appropriate and inappropriate types of land uses and 
developments within different sub-regions" (GDED, 2010) 

The Gauteng Department of Economic Development (GDED) through the Dinokeng Project has compiled the 
Environmental Management Framework (EMF) for the Dinokeng Project Area which is located in Nokeng Tsa 
Taemane Local Municipality and small parts of Mpumalanga and Limpopo Province. The purpose of the EMF is to 
ensure that development patterns take cognizance and do not compromise the long term viability of the natural 
and social resources of the area. 


The EMF also proposes a spatial structure that is 
desired which will be supported by the natural 
resource base of the area; the management actions 
that is required to preserve the natural environment 
as well as the current and desired state of 
environment in the area. 
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In terms of status, the EMF is not yet a legally binding document. There is a process that is required for 
concurrence of the EMF by National Minister responsible for Environmental issues as well as the Member of 
Executive Council in the province responsible for environmental matters. Once these processes have been 
concluded, it will be required that the stakeholders who are critical in the implementation of the EMF formulate 
proposals and management decisions that will support the EMF project. 

This does not mean that the information in the EMF (2010) cannot be used to inform planning processes such as 
compilation of Spatial Development Frameworks and Integrated Development Plans within the municipality. 

Some of the pertinent issues that were identified in Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local Municipality during the 
compilation of the EMF are as follows; 

• Increased mining activities in the area (61% sand mining; 25% road building materials; 9% Clay; 2, 5% Diamond 
and Others at 2, 5%. Again 43% of mines are active, 19% unrehabilitated and 38% rehabilitated 

• There are land claims within the municipal area which may lead to increased degradation of the environment 
in areas that are not suitable for settlements because of lack of supportive infrastructure such as water and 
sewer-borne sanitation (Jakkalsdans and Walmansthal) 

• Pollution of the Roodeplaat Dam resulting from sewer systems of the Bavianspoort Sewer Treatment Works 
and Zeekoegat SewerTreatment Plant(owned by City of Tshwane Metropolitan Municipality) This is evidenced 
by the arrival of high scent plants in the dam which may detract visitors 

• Loss of fauna and flora resulting from urban development in the Southern part of Nokeng Tsa Taemane Local 
Municipality therefore requiring that all stakeholders work together to manage the urban development 
process. 

• There is a realization in the EMF that there is conflict in terms of perspectives between the provincial 
government plans and the local authority decisions which require synchronisation 


The EMF has therefore highlighted the status quo 
with regard to Environmental Management in 
general, as well as the pro-active actions that need 
to be undertaken by relevant stakeholders going 
forward. 

(i) Public Transportation

Public transport is in the main being provided through taxis and buses within the municipal area. This mode of 
transport is not efficient for a number of reasons. The main factor that is that most people within Nokeng Tsa 
Taemane Local Municipality commute and work in the City of Tshwane. Public transport is effective in the 
mornings when people move out of their places to work and later in the afternoon when they return. Finally, there 
are no enough work opportunities (such as industrial developments) that attract movement of people throughout 
the day. 

(j) Financial matters 

NTTLM is providing basic services within the municipal area. This is despite the fact that there are other services 
providers who are supplying services within the same space. For instance, Eskom provides electricity in the farming 
areas including Steve Bikoville settlement. City of Tshwane provides water and electricity is the Kameeldrift and 
Derdepoort areas. The current main revenue sources for the municipality are in the following areas;

The municipality is working 
closely with other role players (South African Institute for Civil Engineers, South African Institute for Chartered 
Accountants) to continue to find ways of implementing the financial recovery plan and improve on lessons learnt.

The local municipality is a 
Category B municipality as per section 4 of the Municipal Structures Act, 1998. The local municipality is a 
municipality with an Executive Mayoral system combined with a ward participatory system. The Municipality has 6 
wards represented by 6 ward councillors and proportional representatives from different political parties as 
indicated bellow.

There is also a reporting template which must be used by the respective 
municipalities to report to the province and the consolidated provincial input will ultimately feed into the national 
reporting process at COGTA.

The implication of the above Mayoral Priorities is that 
each municipal department should find a space on 
how these issues must be integrated into the 
departmental programme for the 2010/11 financial 
year. 
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In 2008, Gauteng Department of Local Government prepared a consent document to merge the Metsweding District 
Municipality and the City of Tshwane. During the same period, the Municipal Demarcations Board undertook an 
independent assessment of the districts that have only two local municipalities in the country. In July 2008, the 

Municipal Demarcations Board resolved as follows; , , , . , 

• Re-determine the boundaries by excluding certain 

farms from Metsweding District Municipality and 
the Kungwini Local Municipality and by including 
them into Ekurhuleni and determine the 
boundaries of Tshwane by including the remaining 
portion of the municipal area of Metsweding into 
Tshwane 

• The MBD decided to disestablish Metsweding,

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There are major implications for the municipality 
with regard to the merger process as well as the 
type of responses that need to be undertaken.

The Division of Revenue Act also provides revenue 
estimated for the three year budgeting horizon. 
Therefore the municipality will need to proceed with 
the three year budgeting process as well as 
Integrated Development Planning until such time 
that the key issues regarding the merger have been 
clarified. 

Second, there is a need for collation of key 
information within the municipality that will be 
required during the engagements on the merger 
process. This related to information on personnel, 
projects and programmes and generally financial 
information that relates to the municipality. Finally, 
pro-active communication measures need to be 
employed to ensure that the Communities within 
the municipality are part of the process from 
inception to conclusion. 
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7 PROJECTS PHASE 

During the strategic planning session that was held 
at Roodevallei from the to the 3'^'* of March 2010, 
the Nokeng Tsa Taemane project prioritisation 
model was developed with the intention of assisting 
with evaluation of a project proposals in line with six 
elements of the criteria.
